CALIFORNIA 
NEWs REVIEW 


San Jose’s fifth annual Fiesta de las 
Rosas will be held on May 15, 16 and 
17, with the magnificent floral parade 
as the climax to the fete on Saturday 
afternoon, May 17. Plans for staging 
an athletic event in conjunction with 
the fiesta are being considered. It is 
estimated that $15,000 is needed to 
finance the fiesta. 


Hundreds of telephone poles in the 
Hayward downtown district are use- 
less, with the installation of under- 
ground fire alarm wires. The new 
alarm system cost $3,300. 

The San Mateo County Bank of 
Redwood City will award a contract 
shortly for the erection of a one-story 
eoncrete bank building, to be con- 
structed at Minnie street and Upper 
Broadway. It will cost about $30,000. 
Albert F. Roller of San Francisco is 
the architect. 

The San Francisco, Napa and Calis- 
toga Railroad Company informed the 
Vallejo sity council that it will abide 
by the order of the State Railroad 
Commission whereby the raflroad and 
the city must bear jointly the ex- 
pense of reconstructing the “acramen- 
to street overhead bridge, provided 
the entire cost of the project does not 
exceed $13,100. 

To carry forward the educational 
and construction program of the Mo- 
desto city schools for the next thirty 
years a total of $165,000 will be need- 
ed, according to figures arrived at by 
John H. Bradley, superintendent of 
schools. Of the sum specified, $220,- 
000 will take care of the high school 
needs and $430,000 will be needed for 
the elementary schools. A tax of from 
50 cents to 55 cents per $100 of assess- 
ed valuation in the high school dis- 
trict and one of 45 cents in the other 
district will take care of the situation. 

Plans were completed for the in- 
stallation of a lighting system in the 
Fresno State College Stadium, making 
possible the staging of the annual 
West Coast Relays as a night feature 
of the annual California raisin Fest:- 
va). A lighting system, to cost $8500, 
will be installed by the Fresno County 
Chamber of Commerce. The night re- 
lays will mark the first outdoor relay 
meet in the world, officials stated. 


The traditional treaty by which 
General George Crook was alleged to 
have guaranteed perpetual hunting 
and fishing rights on the Pit River to 
the Indians of Pit Valley was just a 
letter of recommendation. This is the 
declaration of Colonel William Thomp- 
son, pioneer Indian fighter and now 
justice of the peace at Alturas, who 
is an authority on the early history 
of Modoc county. Thompson says he 
saw and read the letter when it was 


in the hands of its guardian, Chief 
Chip, thirty years ago. After the 
death oZ Chip it is said to have dis- 
appeared. At that time, Thompson 
says he translated the contents of the 
document to the chief, and urged that 
it be left with him for safe-keeping, 
but the chief refused to part with it. 
The Pit Indians acted as guides to the 
white soldiers in their battle with the 
snakes and the Piutes. Recently they 
have started a movement to have 
their memorial fishing and hunting 
rights restored. 

It hardly seems possible, but there 
are twenty-four different ways in 
which whiskers may be worn. This 
was demonstrated when artists of the 
State Division of Architecture prepar- 
ed sketches showing two dozen types 
or hirsute adornments. It was con- 
sidered the latest thing in style charts 
for 1930 whisker modes. Facial trim- 
mings as depicted in the charts will 
be adopted by state employes in a 
whisker contest for the days of ’49 
celebration to be held in Sacramento 
this year. 

Modification of methods used for 
distribution among states of federal 
power commission fees, as ordered re- 
cently by the United States comptrol- 
ler general, means an increase of 
more than $30,000 annually to Califor- 
~ia in its share of tax returns, Gov- 

nor Young was advised recently. 
under the present method of distribu- 
tion fees collected by the government 
from power plant operations, Califor- 
nia receives between $5000 and $6000 
annually, which sum goes into the 

ste’s general fund. Congressman 

urry L. Englebright, declared that 
the new method of distributing fees 
just ordered by the comptroller gener- 
al means a substantial increase in al- 
locations to the various states. “Cali- 
fornia will be the largest gainer, and 
with increasing power developments 
promises to afford a very substantial 
recompemse to the state. This deci- 
sion may be retroactive, and in this 
event California would be entitled to 
about $75,000 back payment.” 


During 1929 11,402 registered nurses 
were issued renewals of their Califor- 
nia certificates, it was announced by 
the state department of public health. 
Last year 1408 applicants passed the 
state examination and were granted 
nurses’ certificates and 1370 were reg- 
istered from other states. 

The city council authorized Blaine 
Ottis, in charge of the mining opera- 
tions at the Little Bonanza, to tunnel 
under the city streets in north Sono- 
ra. The company agrees to repair all 
damage. This action follows the re- 
cent caving-in of the tunnel, when a 
portion of the street dropped into a 
tunnel. 

Pathe studios prepared to carry out 
a program calling for the removal of 
its present New York comedy produc- 
tion uuits to California. A production 
program of thirty feature pictures 
with an expenditure of $13,000,000 was 


announced for 1930. 
After comparing figures, Long 


Beach claims the lowest pro rata fire 
loss of all California cities. Statistics 
on file there show the annual cost of 
the Long Beach fire department to be 
$450,000, compared with Sacramento 
$400,000, San Diego $300,000 and Pasa 
dena $250,000. 

Fresno children whose parents are 
financially unable to afford them hos- 
pital care will be given free treatment 
through the endowment of a five-bed 
ward at the Burnett Sanitarium, Dr. 
D. W. Trowbridge, secretary and man 
ager of the hospital, announced. Chil- 
dren less than 12 years old will be 
permitted free to the ward, which will 
be supervised by Miss Esther Hart. 


The directors of the Fifth Highway 
District voted to assess the State of 
California, through the Public Works 
Department, $7530 for the highway im- 
provement between the Carquinez 
bridge and the Lilae service station. 
Solano County will pay the additional 
$500. Work is to be started in a short 
time. 

Danger of the rapid spread of fire, 
once it starts in California timber, 
grain, brush or grass lands, was clear- 
ly demonstrated by State Forester M. 
B. Pratt in a summary of 1929 confla- 
grations. Out of 3,468 fires outside na- 
tional forests, he said, 756 covered a 
quarter of an acre or less, 1,297 in- 
volved from a quarter of an acre to 
ten acres, and all the rest, 1,415, burn- 
ed over acreas in excess of ten acres. 
Iu Mendocino county alone there were 
153 of these larger fires out of a total 
of 198 of all classes during the year. 

Extension of the Kettleman Hills 
natural gas Hnes to the foothill coun- 
ties was seen in surveys completed 
for a line from Sacramento to Rose 
ville, Auburn and Coifax, and project 
ed to Grass Valley and Nevada City 
The latter two communities have been 
supplied with fuel gas, manufactured 
from crude oil, for more than twenty 
five years, being served by one of the 
original units of the Pacifie Gas & 
Electric Company system. 

Filing a brief in federal court the 
Southern Pacific put forward another 
reason for its contention that the city 
of Willow Glen, near San Jose, can’t 
stop the railroad from extending its 
right of way through that city. Ac- 
cording to the brief, the ratroad has 
what it regards as a federal franchise 
to operate in Willow Glen, issued on 
October 11, 1928, by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The Delhi colonists have been grant- 
ed an extension of 60 days to work 
out a substitute proposal for Plan W 
for retirement of the state from col- 
ony affairs, the State Land Settle 
ment Board announced. The board 
stated that it did not commit itself 
to any substitute, but agrec’? to con- 
sider any plans, provided ~~ .sembly- 
man E. G. Adams of Livingston as- 
sumed responsibility for its develop- 
ment and that colonists petition for 
formation of an improvement district 
to take over the colony’s irrigation 
system for operation this season. 


Official steps for the establishment 
of “ntarriage cHnics” in California 
were taken with the filing of corpora- 
tion papers with the Secretary of 
State. To be known as the Institute 
of Family Relations, with headquart- 
ers at Los Angeles, the organization 
proposes “to establish clinics for the 
public dispensing of scientific infor- 
mation and advice to married persons 
and others considering marriage con- 
cerning the personal problems of mat- 
iu ; and reproduction.” 


California homes and farms of $34,- 
408,671 total value have been purchas- 
ed for 7216 war veterans through the 
state veterans’ welfare board since 
1921, George M. Stout, secretary of 
the board, said. Homes purchased 
numbered 6927 at a total cost of $32, 
$23,535, or an average of $4738. The 
cost of 289 farms was $1,585,136, an 
average of $5484, according to figures 
released vy Mr. Stout. A proposal to 
issue an additional $20,000,000 bonds 
for this veterans’ aid will be balloted 
upon at the November election. Ac- 
cording to Stout, this money would 
agsist 5000 more veterans to obtain 
‘omes and farms through the state

The survey, which was conducted 
by Dr. W. C. Eeils, associate profes- 
sor of Education at Stanford, shows 


that Menlo students are superior to 
the average in native ability. 

In achievement Menlo junior col- 
lege students are decidedly superior 
to the average. The economic status 
of the students and their families is 
one of the best explanations for 
this. 

Menlo placed first in three fields, 
the high freshmen ranking above 
those of 28 other junior colleges in 
both the mental and achievement 
tests. The high sophs placed first 
in the achievement tests, ranking 
above 17 other junior colleges. 

The fact that Menlo junior col- 
lege dropped from a first to a ninth 
place between high freshmen and 
low sophs is accounted for by the 
numerous transfers of the better 
students to institutions of higher 
learning.

Bankers Body Sees Less Politics 
in Banking Departments With 
Better Facilities in the Hands 
of the Responsible Officials. 


A survey of state banking depart- 
ments by the State Bank Division, | 
American Bankers Association, dis- 
closes a distinct tendency the past five 
years to take bank supervision out of 
politics, to increase the discretionary 
powers of bank commissioners, to 
lengthen their terms of office, to sup- 
ply them with adequate forces of 
qualified examiners and to relieve 
banking departments of duties foreign 
to banking, says a recent statement 
issued by the association, 

“We have consistently urged that 
the office of bank commissioner be as 
free from partisan politics as the ju- 


diciary itself and that it be divorced | 


from all other functions of state gov- 
ernment,” the statement says. “Fur- 
ther, that his term of office be made 
more secure and lasting, with suffi- 
cient salary and power granted to at- 
tract and retain the services of men 
of outstanding executive ability, cour- 
age, resourcefulness and successful 
banking experience.” 

“Five years ago the first survey of 
state banking departments by the divi- 
sion demonstrated the need for im- 
provements. On the basis of data 
now in hand it is evident that, through 


rapid steps are being taken in the 
right direction. One by one the states 


ing departments. The demand for in- 
creasing the effectiveness of banking 
departments is beginning to be met.” 
How Bank Commissioners Are Chosen 


The office of bank commissioner is 
now operated as an independent de- 
partment of state government in thir- 
ty-four states, the bankers find. In 
two states the bank commissioner is 
elected at general elections; in one he 
ig appointed from eligible lists of the 
civil service and in another he is se- 
lected by the banks. Im one state the 
bankers’ assocation elects a list of 
five names from which the governor 
appoints one as superintendent of 
banks; in another he is appointed by 
the State Corporation Commission and 
State Banking 
Board. 

“Terms of office of bank commis- 
sioners have been lengthened in sev- 
eral states during the last five years,” 
the report says. “In 28 states the 
term is four years, in one, five years, 
and in three it is six years and in 
some the term =: indefinite. 
term is condemned on the grounds 
that the commissioner has insufficient 
time to become thoroughly conversant 
with his field work. A longer term 
permits his rendering useful service 
through capitalizing his experience. 
Five years ago the average length of 
service was less than three years, 
while now it has risen to five years.

Appetizing Apricots 


1 


€ HE piquant, slightly tart taste 
of that delicious fruit, the apri- 
cot, gives an impetus to all 
appetites. There are six or eight 
weeks during the summer when 
fresh apricots are on the market, 
but even then the taste of the fresh 
fruit is apt to be disappointing ex- 
cept in the sunny climate where 
it is grown. 

The reason for this is that the 
fruit, which is mostly grown in Cali- 
fornia, has been picked and shipped 
green, so that when it reaches the 
markets in the East or Middle West, 
it has ripened in transit, or in the 
grocer’s bins, and so has ripened 
without the aid of the sunshine 
which tempers the natural acid of 
the fruit with a delicious, mellow 
fruit sugar. 

This fruit sugar is still retained 
in the California canned apricot 
which is picked at the moment of 
prime maturity and rushed to the 
cannery where it is canned within 
a few hours. That is why most of 
the apricots grown in California are 
either dried or canned, and only a 
small quantity of them shipped fresh. 

Dozens of Uses 

It is one of the mysteries of mod- 
ern cooking that many housewives 
do not know how to use this deli- 
cious fruit. Yet it is simple to pre- 
pare, and is used in desserts and 
puddings, in candy, in pastries, fn 
breads and pancakes, in ices, in 
cocktails, in salads, and even in 
beverages and sandwiches. 


Under the first head come Corn- | cake. 


starch Pudding with Apricots, Apri- 


cot Custard, and Apricot Tapioca; 
under the second Apricot Panoche, 
Apricot Marshmallows and Apricot 
Fudge; under the third, Apricot 
Butterscotch Tarts, Apricot Cran- 
berry Tarts and Peach and Apricot 
Filling for Cream Puffs; under the 
fourth, Apricot Biscuits and Tea 
Rolls and Pancakes with Apricot 
Sauce; under the sixth, Apricot and 
Lemon Sherbet and Apricot Mint 
Ice Cream; and under the seventh 
Apricot and Fruit Cocktail and 
Apricot and Grape Cocktail. Color- 
ful salads can be made with apri- 
cots; apricot punch is delicious and 
apricot sandwiches are a treat. And 
here are still more ways to use them: 


Apricot Desserts 


Apricot Batter Cake: Cream one- 
fourth cup shortening and one-half 
cup stigar together, and add one 
beaten egg. Sift together one and 
one-half cups flour, two teaspoons 
baking powder and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, and add alternately with 
one-half cup milk to the first mix- 
ture. Drain one number two can 
of apricots, and arrange them in a 
buttered cake tin. Pour the batter 
over, and bake in a moderate (375°) 
oven for about 25 minutes. When 
done, turn out with the apricots on 
top, and serve hot with the following 
salce: 

Mix together one slightly beaten 
egg yollx, three tablespoons sugar 
and the apricot syrup from the can, 
and cook in double boiler till slightly 
thick. Serve warm over the warm 
Serves six. 

Drain 


one 8-otnce can of apricots and ar- 
range alternate layers of the fruit, 
one-half cup canned moist cocoanut 
and one-fourth cup chopped salted 
almonds in individual buttered 
ramekins, dotting each apricot with 
butter. Melt two tablespoons brown 
sugar in a skillet, add apricot syrup, 
and stir till melted. Mix one-half 
tablespoon flour and one tablespoon 
sugar, add to the syrup, and cook 
a few minutes. Pour over the fruit, 
cover with buttered crumbs, and 
brown in a hot (400°) oven. Serves 
three. 


Apricot Candies 

Apricot Fondant: Press contents of 
an 8-ounce can of apricots through 
a sieve, add three tablespoons sugar, 
and boil to a thick jam, or 225°. 
Let cool for several hours. Then 
place two cups plain fondant on a 
large flat surface and add jam, mix- 
ing it in with a fork. t stand 
several hours or over night. Then 
melt the fondant in the top of a 
double boiler until creamy but still 
white. Don’t have temperature toe 
hot. Have ready a pan of corn- 
starch with small impressions made 
with a thimble or knife handle. Fill 
holes with the melted fondant, and 
let harden all night. Brush off 
starch, and dip in melted confection- 
er’s chocolate. 

In general, apricots may be used in 
any recipe which calls for peaches. 

The suggestions given here only 
hint at the many ways of using this 
luscious fruit which has brought 
the sunshine of its Asiatic home to 
America.*
